CHANTILLY, March 12.—Saturday 
night a reporter went to the jail with 
the doctor, whose services were sadiy 
needed. The men were in separate 
cells, cold and damp, without food, 
and without covering on their beds

A GAY TIME IN JAIL. 


Paris, March 12—Sullivan and 
Mi.cnell, weary, lonely, and much 
battered, spent a very di-agreeable 
Saturday night in jail at Senlis, to 
which they had been taken by gen- 
d’armes after their capture on the 
road to Creil. 

Dr. Parthier, who was sent to ex- 
amine their bruises, told the World 
representative that Sulliyan was very 
badly damaged about the body and 
that his ears aud upper lip were like 
jelly. Sullivan bad a gay time dur- 
ing the first two or thras hours in jail. 
The supper provided consisted of 
beefsteaks, bottles of claret and rum 
and some cheese. He ate ravenously | 
and his condition yesterday showed 
that his drinking was not at all mod- 
erate. 

During the meal the pugilists were 
very friendly with each other, drank 
out of the same bottle and talked of the 
fight. Mitchell was in favor of returu- 
ing and settling the matter for once 
and forall. What was Sullivan’s view 
of the proposition will probably be 
gut sed, as his reply is not known. 

At II o’clock yo-ter ay mruing the 
pugilista were aguin summoned into 
Court, and on payment of $600 bail 
they were releas d. 
come up at Senlis, but at Chantilly, to 
which place they were driven. 

After their release Sullivan and 
Mitchell took the train for Paris and 
then boarded the night ex press for Lon- 
don. Sullivan was so drunk that ne 
could not speak intelligibly, aud be- 
sites that was very violent, 

Sullivan told a World reporter yes- 
terday that he was too old to enter the 
ring again and should in future con- 
fine himself to sparring exhibitions. 
The fight would have had a different 
ending if Sullivan’s right hand had 
not been seriously injured when in the 
ſour h rourd ue swung it on Mitcbell’s 
tem ple. 

Sullivan may be said to bave fought 
thirty four rounds with his left Land, 
forin the fifth round, when he again 
swung round his right, he caught his 
opponent’s elbow joint on the inside 
of his arm, spraininog a sinew and 
‘utterly disabling the limb, which was 
goon very much swollen and extra 

nfal. It is only fair to add that 
itchell'’s left hand also gave way in 
the early part of the fight. Conse- 
quently botu men were laboring under 
serious di-aivantages.

Ii is sad commentary on our boasted 
healing art, with its rich heritage of more 
than a thousand years, that tins disease 
is stil classed among the incurables. 
Many of our most learned and witely 
xperienced physictans confess that they 
have no fa th in any known remedy, and 
belle e that all that can be done is to 
mercifully let the wretched suilercr us 
soit y into the grave as possible. There 
are a few who still think that electricity 
may furnish some alleviation, but as a 
curative agent it has but few followers.
